Permission to charge 8 cents car 
fare in Atlanta and to increase 
the rates for gas and electric serv- 
ice 331-3 per cent will be asked of 
the state railroad commission by the 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany. This was decided upon at a 
meeting of the directors of the pub- 
elic service corporation Tuesday aft- 
ernono, when the officials of the 
utility company agreed that a mini- 
mum increase of one-third in the 
present rates would benecessary in 
all departmetns in order to allow 
the company to maintain the 
service. 

The increase of 2 cents in the car 
fare and the raise of 331-3 per cent 
in the rates for electric atid gas 
service is the minimum figures ten- 
tatively decided upon by the heads 
of the company, and it was intimated 
that a larger increase giht be 
asked for in a petition that is to 
be filed with the Georgia railroad 
commission, 


Directors Meet. 


The board of directors of the 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany met Tuesday afternoon in the 
company building, and although no 
formal announcement was made 
concerning the action taken, it was 
learneg that the officials agreed to 
ask for an increase in rates for all 
departments, and that a minimum of 
* 331-3 per cent, with the probability 
of a greater increase, will be in- 
cluded in a petition that will be 
filed at once with the state railorad 
commission,

Street car fares in Atlanta at 
present are 6 cents, with the ex-

‘cent rate was granted in 1918 by 
the Georgia railroad commission up- 
on a petition of the trolley com- 
pany. 

Maximum rates charged here for 
electric service are 8 cents per kilo- 
watt hour. This rate increased by 
33 1-3 per cent would be 10.6 cents 
per kilowatt hour. 

The maximum rate for gas is now 
$1.25 per. 1,000 cubte feet, with a 
discount of 10 cents per 1,000 cubic 
feet for payment before the 1lvth ol 
the month, making $1.15 the net 
rate.

Washington, March 30.—Faulty 
organization in the navy depart- 
ment and “absence of a definite for- 
eign policy, except that of strict 
neutrality,” operated to prevent 
preparation of the entire navy for 
the war, Rear Admiral Mayo, com- 
mander of the Atlantic fleet during 
the war, declared today before the 
senate naval investigating commit- 
tee. The active fleet, itself, how- 
ever, was never better prepared, he 
said, than when the war was de- 
clared. 

Admiral Mayo, who was Admrial 
Sims’ immediate superior, technical- 
ly, at least, during the war, took 
issue with some of the statements 
mad® by that officer in his indict- 
ment of the department’s conduct of 
the war, To the charge that no ad- 
equate plan for co-operation with 
allied navies had been made in aéa- 
vance, he answered that the office 
of chief of operations had been cre- 
ated only in 1915 ,and was not com- 
prehensive enough to secure the best 
possible results, but that without 
it conditions would have been 
chaotic.” 

The navy was as well prepared for 
war in 1917. as were the British, 
French and Italian navies in 1914, 
Admiral Mayo asserted, adding that 
it would have been better prepared 
had the operations bureau been cre- 
ated sooner. 

Admiral Mayo did not agree with 
Admiral Sims’ contention that every 
available destroyer and anti-sub- 
marine craft should have been sefit 
abroad when war was declared. He 
said it was imperative that some 
destroyers be kept with the Atlantic 
fleet. 

Pointing out the necessity for a 
sharply defined foreign policy, Ad- 
miyal Mayo said that the armed

ORY LAW'S FATE 
RESTS WITH COURT 


Arguments on Validity of 
Prohi Amendment and 
the Enforcement Act 
Are Concluded. 


Washington, March 30.—Argu- 
ments on the constitutionality of the 


prohibition amendment and portions: 
of the enforcement act were con-. 


cluded today in the supreme court. 

Seven separate proceedings now 
rest with the court for determina- 
tion, 

The arguments today were on ap- 
peals brought by Christian Feigen- 
span, of Newark, N. J., from federal 
court decrees dismissing injunction 
proceedings to enjoin prohibition 
officials from preventing him from 
manufacturing beer containing more 
than one-half of one per cent alco- 
hol and on government appeals from 
a judgment restraining officials 
from interfering with the Manito- 
woc Products company, a Wisconsin 
concern, in the manufacture of beer 
containing 2.5 per cent alcohol, by 
volume. 

Identical Legislation. 

William D. Guthrie, appearing in 
the former, contended that by the 
words “concurrent power to enforce” 
congress intended for the federa] 
and the state governments to en- 
force prohibition with identical leg- 
islation and that the states were to 


give their approval to enforcement 
— and the states were given 
ve, 

“We submit that the state legis- 
latures must have understood that 
the amendment provided for con- 
current enforcement as the amend- 
ment states,” Mr. Guthrie said. “The 
construction now urged by the gov- 
ernment would result in practically 
the complete loss of state control.” 

“If this point were between indi- 
viduals we might well call it a 
point of fair conduct and morality.” 

Veiled charges that evidence was 
being “manufactured” by  prohibi- 
tion supporters to influence. the 
court in connection with its con- 
sideration of the prohibition ques- 
tion were made by Mr. Guthrie. He 
called attention “to an extension of 
remarks by Representative Volstead, 
author of the enforcement act, ap- 
pearing in The Congressional Rec- 
ord last week, giving what was in 
the minds of members of the house 
judiciary committee in 1917 while 
framing the prohibition amendment. 
These views, he said, conflict’ so 
with other statements made by va- 
rious members of both houses in 
connection with the amendment.” 

Mr. Guthrie also referred to let- 
ters written by senators “possibly 
for the Anti-Saloon league,” and 
“expressing what they now think 
they then thought.” 


As to Concurrent Power. 


Ralph W. Jackman, representing 
the Manitowoc Products company, 
took the position that by “concur- 
rent power,” congress intended that 
the federal enforcement act was to 
be supreme until a state had en- 
acted enforcement legislation, when 
the latter was to have complete con- 
trol in enforcing prohibition within 
its borders. He also defended the 


validity of the Mulberger act per-- 


mitting the manufacture in Wiscon- 
sin of beer containing 2.5 per cent 
alcohol, which he contended was not 
intoxicating. 

“When Wisconsin ratified the Pr; 
hibition amendment,” he said, “It 
had no idea that it was to be pro- 
hibited from enacting legislation 
relative to non-intoxicating bever- 
ages.” 

Replying to Mr. Jackman, Solic- 
itor General King argued that were 
that theorv of concurrent power 
true, then the states would have ex- 
clusive power, adding that in his 
opinion the term meant that both 
congress and the state were given 
authority to enact legislation for 
the enforcement of prohibition but 
neither had power to stand in the 
other’s way regarding enforcement, 
Assistant Attorney General Frier- 
son contended that the supreme 
court’s recent opinion in appeals 
brought by Jacob Ruppert, the New 
York brewer, sustaining congress’ 
authority under its war powers to 
prescribe the maximum alcoholic 
content of beverages virtually set- 
tled the validity of that provision.

ASQUITH ATTACKS 


HOME RULE BILL. 

London, March 30.—Herbert' H. 
Asquith, in the house of commons 
today, described the Iri#h home rule 
billas a “cumbrouse duplication and 
multiplication of institutions and 
offices,” adding that “from the 
viewpoint of efficiency there is 
nothing to be said for it.” 

Mr. Asquith recalled that in 1914 
he gave a pledge that Ireland 
should have one parliament and de- 
clared that he adhered to that view 
now. He disagreed, he said, with 
those who believed there could be 
no constitutional changes until or- 
der had been restored and asserted 
that the root of the trouble could 
not be gotten at until there was a 

wide reform in the government sys- 
oom 

The substitution of this bill for 
the measure on the statute books, 
Mr. Asquith continued, took from 
the Trish what the majority of them 
wanted in one form or another and 
attempted to force on. them some- 
thing the great majority disliked 
and would always refuse to accept. 
He advocated amendment of the 


1914 home rule act, enlarging the 
powers of the Irish parliament and 
executive so as to give them to all 


intents and purposes the status of 
a dominion. 

Mr. Asquith said he still favored 
the expediency of county option for 
Ulster, whereupon Sir Edward Car- 
son, the Ulster unionist leader, asked 
the speaker if he favored county 
option for the south of Ireland. Mr. 
Asquith answered in the affirma- 
tive. 

“Then we can have a Sinn Fein 
county.” retorted Sir Edward.. 

Premier Llovd-George changed his 
plans for entering the debate, de- 
ciding not to reply until tomorrow 
to Mr. Asquith’s attack upon the bill. 
Andrew Bonar Law, the government 
leader, followed Mr. Asquith in to- 
day’s debate, declaring that if the 
liberal leader proposed to amend the 
existing law, as he had indicated, 
his proposal would be condemned as 
unanimously by the representatives 
of southern Ireland as in the present 
bill. 

Interest in the bill appeared some- 
what lukewarm, considering’ the 
importance of the occasion, but it 
was evident that all minds were 


centered on the prado the pro- 
posed legislation would make on 
Anglo-Americn relations. A very 
crowded house listened to the de- 
hate, the only exciting phase of 
which was the uproar caused by an 
address by William Wedgewood 
Benn, relative to the assassination 
of Lord Mayor MacCurtain, of Cork.

socialist party opposed prosecution 
of the war, opposed legislation for 
industrial and military conscription, 
pledged its members to work for 
the repeal of the conscription law, 
advised resistence to conscription 
of lire and labor and urged repudia- 
tion of war debts. 

Referring to the statement that 
some 2,000 socialists had been ar- 
rested for their activities, the re- 
port says: “It was impossible to 
give expression or act upon the true 
doctrines of the socialist party dur- 
ing the war without running afoul 
of the criminal] law.” 

“There is but one inference from 
the position of the socialists in re- 
lation to military and naval appro- 
priation and for war,” the report 
continues. “They would render the 
eountry and government helpless 


_ against all enemies so that it may 


be helpless against them, the ene- 
mies of established: order. 


“The socialist party of America. 


| as now constituted with its present 


program, is not a loyal American or- 
ganization or political party dis- 
graced occasionally by the traitor- 
ous act or declaration of a member, 
but is a disloyal organization com- 
posed exclusively of perpetual 
traitors.

Redwine Meets Woman. 

M. R. Redwine, a director in the 
Fairburn Banking company, said 
that he met Mrs. Bradstreet in Oc- 
tober or November of 1918 with Mr. 
Green, when he saw them in a Cadil- 
lac automobile driven by a negro 
chauffeur. 

He said that the overdraft which 
he had been charged with at the 
bank was an overdraft of Redwine 
Brothers, the cotton and oil mill 
firm of which he was a member, 
and that it was amply covered by 
secyrity in the form of receipts for 
ectton the firm had bought, the re- 
ceipts being in the safe of the Fair- 
burn Banking company. 

Mr. Redmine said that he asked 
Mr. Green about Mrs. Bradstreet on 
several occasions, and that he prom- 
ised he would quit going with her. 
Mr. Redwine identified pictures 
shown him by the state as pictures 
he said Mr. Green had shown him. 
He recognized Mr. Green in one of 
the pictures, he said, and remarked 
that the woman pictured wore a 
Shriner's fez. 

He said that Mr. Green told him 
that on the trip to New Orleans for 
the Shrine ceremonial, Mrs. Brad- 
street's father was with her.

Every invention, marvelous as it 
may seem to start with, is possible 
of further development. And so 
this re-creator, not only of the

PAR CLEARANCE RULE 
EXPLAINED BY BELL 


No Antagonism on Part of 
Reserve Board Towards 
Country Banks, He Says. 


M. W. Bell, cashier of the federal 
reserve bank, addressed the monthly 


meeting of the Atlanta Credit Men’s 
association at a dinner in the break- 
fast room of the Kimball House 
last night on the subject of par 
exchange, stating that, contrary to 
the idea current among many bank- 
ers, there is no antagonism on the 
part of the federal reserve board 
toward country banks, but that they 
merely placed a different construc- 
tion the reserve bank act than 
that of the country bankers. 

The speaker deprecated the claim 
of the country banks that they were 
obliged to charge exchange on the 
collection of checks drawn upon 
them in order to pay dividends, say- 
ing that there was little expense in- 
curred in their exchange business 
and that they could not do business 
at all without office staffs ‘and 
clerks, the collection of exchange 
occupying a small part of 
time. 

Mr. Bell said there never was any 
attempt made to coerce the small 
banks to collect at par, but that 
they were merely invited to follow 
that rule. He poitned out clearly 
the distinction between the charges 
by country banks for collecting 
checks drawn upon themselves and 
the charges of the city. banks for 
colecting checks deposited with 
them, but drawn upon the coutnry 
banks, showing that in the latter 
case the collecting bank was merely 
making a charge for crediting its 
customers’ acounts with the amounts 
of checks that could not be col- 
lected for several days after the 
credit was made, : 

He further stated that the par 
areais being rapidly extended 
throughout the country, there being 
only 2,933 out of the 30,260 banks in 
the country that do not collect ex- 
change at par. Five hundred and 
seven of the non-%par banks are in 
Georgia, and the large majority of 
them are in the sixth reserve dis- 
trict, which comprises the south- 
eastern states. Mr. Bell also said 
that if the par points were extended 
to include the whole country, At- 
lanta merchants would give the 
$150,000,000 they now spetnd annu- 
ally in collection charges.

General Strike 
Of City Workers 
Faced by Chicago 


City Hall Clerks, Stenog- 
raphers and the Garbage 
Handlers Out—Firemen 
Threaten to Go Out. 


Chicago, March 30.—With 1,000 
city hall clerks, stenographers and 
bookkeepers on strike today, the 
municipal garbage reduction plant 
closed through the walkout of 400 
garbage handlere, and the threat of 
90 per cent of the firemen to resign 
unless wage advances were granted, 
Chicago tonight faced a general 
strike of city employees. 

The city hah was picketed by 
striking clerks and stenographers. 
The police were called to preserve 
order after a stenographer who re- 
mained on duty was attacked. The 
sessions of the city council also 
were guarded by policemen. 

The city council, which today re- 
jected a revised budget calling for 
an increase of $4,000,000 to provide 
salary advances for city employees, 
met again tonight in an endeavor to 
find a way out of financial diffi- 
culties. 

Other Groups May Strike. 

Other groups of city employees, 
including sewer workers, street in- 
spectors, pumping station engineers 
and the laboratory staff ef the 
health commission’s office, threat- 
ened today to strike unless wage 


advances were granted. 

The strike of garbage handlers, 
which tigd up the collection and dis- 
posal of garbage, forced 160 team- 
sters out of work: Window washers 

at the city hall also quit today. 

Thereats that ‘90 percent of city 
firemen would resign if they were 
refused an increase of $300 a year, 
were contained in a letter from 
President George B. Hargan, ofthe 
Firemen’s ‘association, to Mayor 
Thompson and Fire Chief O’Conner., 

The letter said the firemen were 
disappointed at the lack of consid- 
eration shown their request for an 
increase. 

Can’t Support Family. 


“Lord kuows the boys can’t sup- 
port a family on the money they are 
getting,” said one ex-fireman, when 
he heard of the firemen’s action. 
‘While all kinds of workingmen 
have been strikin and boosting 
the cost of living, they have had to 
get along with the old salary. 

“A fireman has to spend more on 
clothes than any kind of a worker. 
A dres uniform costs around $65; 
pants come to $15; helmets, $7.50 
rubber boots, $7, and raincoats, $12. 
If he ruins a suit of clothes in a 
fire it is his own loss.” 

President James Flynn, of the 
Clerks and Stenographers’ union, 
said the strikers would remain out 
until their demand for an increase 
$25 a month was met. Junior 


and senior clerks $1,620 to $1,980. 

Window washers who were re- 
ceiving $1,200 a year, struck for 
$1,872. The garbage handlers de- 
manded an increase in pay from $4 
a day to $5.60.
